I are using the grounds around 
I their buildings for laboratories. 
Instead of landscaping school 
i grounds with grass and care­ 
fully planted trees, a growing 
number of districts are turning 
grounds into “land laboratories” I 
used in connection with class­ 
room teaching 
Since the first 
such “ land 
lab” was recognized in the Co­ 
lumbus 
suburb 
of 
Pataskala 
about three years ago, more 
than IOO schools have installed 
such facilities. 
These range from a 39 by 49 
foot plot of ground at a Berea 
Elementary School to sites of 
IOO acres or more. The land

ics researcher.

Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration 
officials 
said they recognize the possibil­ 
ity of an electrical charge, but 
are confident precautions built 
into the systems aboard Gemini 
8 will prevent it from being a 
problem 
“ In a normal electric dyna­ 
mo," explained Dr J E. Drum 
mond, a Boeing Co. scientist. 
“ a charge is made by a lot of 
wires turning past a magnet: 
the magnetic field is large, and 
the velocity slow (compared to 
the speed of an orbiting space 
ship).’’ 
During Gemini 8, the magnet­ 
ic field of the earth will not be 
so 
strong, 
Drummond 
said. 
“ But you have a high velocity of 
spacecraft.” Drumniong is head 
of the plasma physics labors 
tory at Boeing’s scientific re ­ 
search laboratories in Seattle. 
Wash. 
According to his studies, the 
line 
connecting 
Scott 
to

spacecraft would generate one- 
tenth of a volt per foot when the 
astronaut is either above or be 
low the spacecraft 
“ Fortunately," Drum m o n d 
said, “ this hazard can be virtu­ 
ally eliminated as easily as in 
sulating a lamp cord. providing 
one is aware of the danger and 
knows wdiat surfaces to insulate 
and what to metallize as a by­ 
pass."

Tex., said Scott will be “ ground­ 
ed” to the spacecraft by a com 
rn unications cable to keep any 
charge from collecting on the 
astronaut.
